We were officially informed this 
morning that the case against Dr.

Hours’ Convention of 1919 provid- 
ed that once in every. ten years 
a report should be presented to 
the International Labour Confer- 
ence of the working of the Con- 
vention and consideration given to 
amendments. This report. was, 
presented to the LLG, at Geneva 
in March last year.. The British 
Government had. been insistent on 
a thorough re-consideration of the 
Convention so that all likely 
exceptions and modifications might 
be dealt with in an international 
agreement, 

The Convention fails to define 
“hours of work” a “week” and 
there are other points whith are 
not clear. ‘The session last year 
ended ‘without any progress being]. 
made. At the later LLG. in June, 
a change in the British Cabinet 
having followed the general 
election, the British Government’s 
representative announced that he 
was authorised to state that H.M. 
Government “propose to take the 
necessary steps to ensure at the 
earliest possible mament the rati- 
fication of the Washington Hours’ 
Convention. | * 

It is of interest.to note that at 
the June Convention, the British 
Government refused: to ratify a 
proposal . for the ‘repatriation of 
seamen, but accepted the schemes 
for seamen's articles of agreement 
and inapection of conditions of 
seamen’ 8 work,
